Tt may bo that the nambers of those 
in the States who favour upholding 
nilver has. been increased by the fear 
that low exchanges in India will se- 
riously affect the -Auerican whent 
trade, ‘The probability seems now to be 
that the coinage of dollars under the 
Bland Act will be suspended, wholly 
or in part, ‘The influence of the West 
and of the silver party may prevent the 
itire suapension of the coinage, which 
would be the beat policy for all 
cerned, and this might temporarily 
avert n farther heavy declino in the 
metal, But tho safest course in the 
long rum would be for the United States 
be ovnne ovining these dollara,and to wait 
until its present stock was absorbed into 
the oiventation, or a revival in the pric 
of silver onused a demand for it. If thi 
were done it would probably be found 
after a short lived scare that silver had 
alrendy come to about its level, And 
besides the relief to trade which such a 
course would ultimately and probably 
soon give, something like stability would 
be afforded to the exchanges, in othor 
words to the commerce, of silver- 
nving countries. ‘That is now the grent 
need in the Enst, as we have often 
pointed ont, Prnetionlly it mattera 
nothing to merchants in China whether 
the tel be five shillings or four and 
nixponce, so long as they can be sure 
that the variations in exchange de not 
exceed a fair mercantile risk. Bat it 
ia ruinous to confidence, the life of 
trade, when there exist possibil of 
exolnge falling five to ten per cent. 
iu a month or two, 

When writing lately on the silver 
difficulty, we snid that the English and 
Indian governments might avail them. 
selvesuf the low value ofsil verand money 
to rnige luane for public worke, such aa 
railways, A Correspondent objected to 
this as bi-metallism or“ bolstering ” 
silver, but it is not so. It would be 
taking advantage of peculiarly favour- 
able ciroumstances to carry out rapidly

cumstances absent, n policy which has 
alrendy done so much good to India and 
to our commerce, Bi-motallism might

England bought silver for these par- 
poses she would undoubtedly strength.

The 
Shanghai merchant would bay because 
the price of shirtings was in his opinion 
very low, and the thought of keepi 
up the price of cotton in Liverpool, 
Awerica or Bombay would never enter 
into his head. Auuther Correspondent 
said that silver must be left to regulate 
itself, supporting this by reference 
to the Indian wheat trade and the 
probability that low exchanges would 
Uy incrense exports from the Enst, 
That is probably trae enough ; but 
it is looking at the difficulty solely 
from an Eustern point of view, It 
will certainly not recommend itself to 
Lancashire and Yorkshire, aud it is 
problomatical whether buyers of Eastern 
produce will favour it mach by and by. 
For it is evident now that any fall in 
the cost of exports from the Bust pro- 
duces at lonst as great a decline at 
home, and this is one of the prime 
causes of what passes by the name of 
trade depression, ‘Lhe present ciroum- 
stances are go exceptional as regards 
silver that it seews likely the Iudiau 
Governuent will be called on to pro- 
vide a remedy for them; although 
this would be contrary to the eauons 
of our modern political economy. So 
far ns we can see the ouly effectual 
remedy is to steady silver. By some 
such menus as we have already sug- 
gested this may be done without danger 
to tho increasing export trade of the 
Enst. ‘Ihe range of exchange daring 
Inte years has been low enough to create 
the Indian wheat trade and greatly 
stimulate the export of other articles, 
Measures which would maintain the 
rupee at about its value before the 
late full woald uot endanger the ex- 
pansion of exports, while they would 
give a sense of coufideuce to importers 
into the East, What oar Correspondents 
have forgotten is that the commercial 
interests of England with other coun- 
tries, holders, or users of ir are 
very great. The expectation that cot- 
ton will be obtained at such cheap 
prices ns to compensate the fall in 
exchange does uot yet seem to be 
accepted nt home. At all events, no 
such decline from inoreased production 
can be expected this or next year, and 
iE silver fulls still farther in winter 
spring, the mannfacturing interests 
in England are not likely to remai 
uiet because clieap mouey may by aud 
by increase Eastern exports to Europe.

"FOREIGN DEVILS’ IN POSSESSION. 
‘Tuese is probably no country at the 
present day in which belief in witeh- 
raft, sorcery, aud demoniacal possession 
is more prevalent than in Chins. Plan- 
chette is a well known institution ; 
haunted houses, groves, and gardens are 
a8 common as in Europe ; spirit eéances 
fare a favourite form of dissipation iv 
jiu ciroles ef society ; and mediums, 
wise women, and exorcists drive a 
Iuorative aud easy trade. So mnch 
is learnt by every student after a fow 
weeks’ attention to the Tzii Erk Ohi; 
and there are probably few foreignors, 
given to talking or associating with the 
Ch who have not received the 
de- 
moniao, or victim of the Demon Fox. 
With the Inst-named superstition our 
readers are uo doubt familiar to some 
exteut, It will be remembered that 
some time ago, when depredations were 
committed in the Imp Enclosure at 
Poking, the guilty parties attempted to 
explain the light which gleamed from 
oue of the bastions where the robbers 
wore at work as the supernataral ra- 
diance emitted by this favourite fiend ; 
and even in comparatively enlightened 
Japan, the fox ie still credited with the 
power of transforming itself into av 
Ell-wnid, whose embraces if uot fal 
are at lonst highly injurious to the 
nervous system, aud, in cases where 
no euch metamorphosis takes place, 
of emitting streame of baleful mag. 
netism from its own body which in- 
duoe shivering-fits aud other unpleasaut 
symptoms in the passer-by. It is 
however more particularly with tho 
subject of demoniacal possession that 
wo have to deal to-day,—a subject 
which has been ably, but far too briefly, 
brought to our notice by Dr. Dudgeou 
in hia last Report of the Peking 
Hospital. e ‘controlling’ demou 
Chine inbabit their victims in the guise 
of animals; tho fox, the weasel, the 
hedgehog, aud the suake being, accord. 
ing to our authority, the forms they 
most generally affect. Here we are 
able to trace a strong though by no 
means perfect resemblance to a cor- 
responding belief among the Jews. 
Chinese theology is defective in the 
matter of au Arch-Fiend, but the num- 
ber of their devils is legion, Among 
the Jews, as we learn upon the an- 
thority of an eminent Hebraist, “devils 
were arranged into seven classes, which 
wore represented by the various rapa- 
cions or despised auimals, as the bear, 
the lion, the dog, and the ass, * * * 
‘The devil frequently assumes the ap- 
poarauce of a goat, and the cold northern 
regions are bis headquarters. He 
seeks in every possible manner to do 
harm to men. Many diseases, euch 
a8 epilepsy, hydrophobia, etc, are 
caused by him, Butas he may be cou- 
jared by inoonse and formulas,so he may 
also be exorciee aud iu this connec. 
tion it is interesting lo fiud, on the same 
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high authority, (Hist. of the Jewish 
Nation, ‘ Paychology of the Kabbalah’), 
that “by his look man bas power over 
wild beasts, a kind of mesmerism, and 
niel owed his safety in the 
lions? den.” Tarning, now, to the 
strange experiences reluted by Dr. 
Dadgeon, we find much that shows a 
close relationship to these ideas, though 
of course liberal allowance must be 
made for divergences in poinis of de- 
tail. Woe believe we do not in any way 
misrepresent Dr. Dadgeon when we. 
say that if there is one -affection to 
which the Chinese are subject that has 
fairly baffled him it is this extraordin- 
ary complaint of supposed demoniacal 
possession, We have suid that hi 
present contribution to the subject is 
too brief, aud we eay so because we 
believe Le has it in bis power to eay a 
very great deal more about it than be 
has now given to the world. Que re- 
markable feature of the malady is its 
tendency to as n epidemic form, 
and to spread itself throughout an 
entire village and even district, But 
wo will let the Doctor speak for him- 
self, Desoribing tho general appear- 
ance of the demonines, Dr. Dadgeon 
says,—" The persons afllicted seem to 
be in ordinary health, aud the cursory 
observer would uot distinguish persons 
80 possessed ; but, ou close inspection, 
something odd aud queer, especially 
about the eye and specch, may be de- 
lected. * * * ‘The possessed are 
the creatures of their circumstances. 
They seem to be beyond their own 
powers of will. What they do is dono 
unwillingly ; tbey feel compelled to act 
in the way they do. Disoases are eid 
to be frequently caused by evil spirit 
‘The mysterious tail-cattiug mania which 
was auiversal in China a few yenrs ngo 
was conuected with this belief. ‘The 
worship of the fox has been particu. 
larly prominent at Peking of late 
years, and so great were the crowds | 
ople that flucked to its shrine, | 
ing the cure of all manner of 
disoases, that the officials have lately 
liad to order its removal to a temple.” 
For the most extraordinary and roma: 
tio of De. Dudgeou’s cases we are sorry 
to say wo have no room ; it is altoge- 
ther too long. It is a story of snake- 
possession, and is fall of marvellous 
details ; one phenomenon of the visita- 
tion being the appearance, under certai 
conditions, of mysterious clouds, or 
mist-pillars,—some purple, some green, 
some white, aud some shining with a 
golden brillianes which turned darkness 
into day, No fewor than twenty-ser 
persous, belonging to different famili 
died of the enchantment ; many others 
were attacked, but managed someliow 
to recover, ‘I'he patient who camo 
ander Dr, Dadg: was even- 
tnally cured; 11 how the 
Doctor managed it. He writes :— 
‘The case was not without some difficulty, 
It was evidently not epilepsy, nor hysteria, 
nor ecstasy, nor delirium like D.’T., nor cata- 
lepsy, tor insanity, nor chorea. What was 
it? outward symptoms when he pre-

‘The quickest times on these 
are—I. by the Great Northern Rail- 
way 3924 miles between London and 
Edinburgh which is done in 8h, 55m, 
a js. (journey speed) of 44 miles por 
hour, aud ® ra, (running average) of 
46h, 2m; 11. by the Midland, 408 miles, 
done in 9h, 28 a j.s. of 43 hours and a 
ran. of 46 miles ; ILL. by the London and 
North Western Railway, 400} wiles in 
9h. 45 a j.s. of 41 hours and a rn, of 4b 
hours, ‘I'he Great Northeru rans its 
“Tourist ” expresses right through from 
Newcastle to Edinburgh, 124 milee, 
without a stop.

MILITARY COLONIE: 
‘Mititary colonies spring up in all great 
empires, except the British, wherever 
the olimate admits of field labour. 
Soldiers have been employed in cou- 
querivg  uow country, What bas 
to be done with them afterwards? 
Some may go home, but there are 
many who do not care to return, They 
are oat off frow local assoviatious 
by lovg absouce, Their land belongs 
to brothers or cousins who do not 
need their help in cultivating the 
soil, They may as woll stny where 
they are, and allow themselves to be 
plunted by the State in colonies where 
they oan work at field or other ocoupa- 
tions without repining. For such soldiers 
conveyed by the State to a great dis- 
tance from their homes, au allotment 
of land is mado, and they are under 
tary law while they Inbour, and are 
liable to be called on for active service 
again iu oase of war or rebellion, 
Sometimes, alec, war has depopulated 
nortain districts, and au ivfax of now 
population is needed to cultivate soil 
left barren, The same thing occurs 
after famines. Bodies of troops felt to 
be superfluous after a war is over may 
proceed to wasted districts where the 
crow and the vulture have been feeding 
on the bodies of the former inhabitants, 
and there, when the rain lias come back, 
make the valleys and plains green agi 
with cereal crops. After overy time 
of depopulation something of this sort 
has to be done. The Greeks aud Romans 
founded au immense number of colonies. 
When Alexander conquered Persia, 
aud plauted colouies in Afgh 
aud Baotris, the cities he fuauded were 
garrisou towns, fortified aud oooupied 


























by troops who would keep the adjacent 
country in subjection and subsist either 
on the taxes of the province or by their 





own labour, To maintain these troops,| 


there would be uo charge on the cevtral 
Government. Iu the ease of the Ro- 
mans, to whom we owe the word ovlouy, 
an express definition of agricult 
labour is implied in the word colonia. 
Military service aud agricultural work 
were combined, but the emigrants were 
often not soldiers. ‘The population of 
cities grew fast, and younger sons were 
glad to seek new Lomes. 

Wheu the Chinese conquered Turkes- 
tan, Corea, and Cochin China in the 
second century before Christ, military 
colonies becaue important, because the 
officers of the government residin 
there needed a force to support the 
authority, Of the first century there is 
a document extaut which gives twelve 
reagous for colouising portions of the 
country in Kausu uear the Great Wall 
by inviting agricullurists from Auhwei 
and Honan to settle there, who were at 
the same Lime to act as soldiers in case 
of difficulties arising with the Tartar 
tribes of those days. It is dated B.C, 
61, These emigrant soldiers were to 
cultivate waste lands and make the 
necessary caunls for irrigation. ‘Lhe 
grass laud beyond the Grent Wall is a 
boundless prairie, and at this timo the 
Chinese found ont its advantage for 
breeding horses and draught oxen for 
military ase. Horses cvst nothing to 
keep from tho fourth mouth forward till 
the autumn, when they returned within 
the frontier. A century Inter wo find 
the military colonies exteuded to the 
lands near Hami, then called the Wigur 
country. After this came Pan-chao's 
famous conquest of Kashgar and Khoten 
by diplonincy aloue without au arwy, 
by which China’s frontier was extended 
for the first time to the Bolor ‘ag, the 
Mount Imaus of antiquity, the same 
point to which it now reaches after the 
recent conquest by Tso Teung-t'ang aud 
Chin Shon. ‘The garrisons placed in 
the now territory were ull agricultural 
in their constitution, Thus the Han 
dynasty as the glory of founding the 
system of military colonization by which 
China Las been able to give her suldie: 
the ndvantage of regular industry and 
to protect her frontier from robber raids, 
Down to the present time this system 
has been in operation, aud it Las been 
greatly encouraged by the present 
dynasty, though not so mach as it ought 
to have been. It is a marked feature 
of many Chinese military carups that 
the occupauts seem idle men who are 
uot industrious and arenot likely tomake 
good soldiers, and there are some etrong 
points of resemblance between the i 
dustry of the farmers and the discipline 
of the trained soldier. It is a great 
satisfaction to know that a good portion 
of Li Hung-cbang’s troops stationed 
uear Tiontsin do field work and dig 
canals for irrigation. They have recently 
recovered ten thousand mow of barren 
land and made it productive, at a point 
twouty-five miles to the south-gust of 






























































Last century, when Kashgaria 
and Iii were newly conquered, the 
agricultural settlements of soldiers, 
Chinese and Mancliu, in these conntries 
were numerous, and continned during 
several reigns, Just vow, when after 
& generation of war and rebellion things 
are being newly settled, this matter is 
one that naturally suggests itself to the 
Governors of the outside provinces, be- 
cause it tends to inorease the local 
revenue, to provide for the expense of 
maintaining au nrmed force, and to 
keep the soldiers from idleuces. If they 
caunot diecipline armies with these 
agricultural troops, they can at any 
rate put down tho incursions of robber 
bands, © point of grent importance in 
all thinly populated districts,

merrily, and the town of Branduowham 
was elaied at its fine water supply. It hud, 
however, unfortunately forgotten to ons 
large its service, and svon the level of the 
water in the reservoir commenced to rise, 
so in dismay the ‘own Council called in its 
friends, whv wisely recommended raining the 
embankment, 

Liko Miss Kilmanseyy’s precious leg, the 
pumping still went on, till somo of the more 
nervous of the townsfolk got startled, and 
timidly suggested to the lake owners to 
atop the puinping. ‘These latter had how- 

er, dropped ou x good thing—* struck 

in the language of the country. 
Doubtless the town could do with less water, 
but they would waive the consideration ; 
they had engaged to supply ev many © 
millions of gallons a year, aud really they 
did not wish to evade the terme of their 
contract. ‘They were not people who sought 
to wriggle out of an ongayement; far from 
it, they were ready to pump up more ; they 
had plenty of pumping power and would 
accommodate the Council still further if 
needed, &e., Ke. 

‘The argument was of course convincing ; 
why should any one complain of the way 
these conscientious folk were carrying out 
their contract? ‘They wero willing to meet 
the ‘Town in every way, and it would be a 
great hardship that their pumps should be 
allowed to stand idle. Some unreasonable 
folk indeed growled, and in consequence the 
bankers and bullion brokers were consulted. 
Now some of these last had joined a society 
called the “ Whiskey aud Water League.” 
Tt was uot good for mau to be supplied 
with water alone; whiskey and water was 
the thing ; and if they only got coutrul of 
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the Waterworks they could strictly con 
pel their admixtuce in proper proporti 
It was self evident that if the supply of 
pure water only slightly exceeded the de- 
mand, the mixture of whiskey in due pro- 
portions would restore the balance. Some 
vf the townsfold were however strict teeto- 
tallers and the two parties commenced 
wrangling, and while they wrangled the 
sharp lake proprietors put their tongues in 
their cheeks and went on pumping. 

Now the reservoir we have seen was on 
top of the hill, and when the townspeople 
raised their embankment it topped many 
of the valleys leading down into the coun- 
try around, go that not only Brandnewham 
but other towns commenced to fear for the 
safety of their lives and property. ‘Chey 
consulted the chimney doctors, the steeple- 
jacks, the boat builders, the surgeons, the 
clothworkers, aud in fact every body who 
kuow nothing of theimatter, The chimney- 
ductors said, Take down the embankment 
and by the laws of gravity the water will 
find its level ; the steeple-jacks said, Build 
it up, we have no fears, we will promise to 
kvep the water in ; the boat-builders recom- 
mended iron tanks aud water ballas 
while the clothworkers looked at it all 
round, touk out their yard measures, shook 
theie heads, and went on to serve their 
customers as if nothing were i 
to trouble them. 

But while they looked into books, studied 
Grotius and Slawkenbergius, had learned 
arguments us to the amount of silica ina 
Inuudred gallons, aud how many babies 
needed to be washed before nine in the 
morning, the engines veut on pumping— 
pumping from morning to night and from 
night to morning, and as they pumped the 
dupth of water kept on increasing. ‘Then 
the town service was felt to be insecure, 
people's pipes burst, their taps were leaky, 
and they all wished they never had any: 
thing to do with the improved service. A

engines, said all, and what will becume of 
our arguments? What could the little 
engineer do against such odds except lave 
the townsfolk to take care of themselves? 
He touk off his hat, bowed his farewell 
amidst laughter and hisses, aud retired a 
sadder if not wiser man, 

One thing was certain, and that was that 
whatever came of it, the pumping should 
not be stopped. However much the fac- 
tions differed they agreed in despising the 
little engineer. He know how a reservoir 
should be made! Better go aud trundle a 
barrow along the highway! Faugh ! We'll 
have uone of these engiueers who think 
thomeelyes wiser than that neighbours. So 
they set to again to discuss thy affair. ‘The 
lake owners very easily proved that if the 
bursting of the reservoir did do some 
damage, there was the lake; the tow: 
people could settle there now that it was dry 
ground and they would find it ascomfortable 
as on the flauks of a dangerous hill.

‘THE FUNERAL OF TSO TSUNG-T'ANG, 





(PROM AN OCCASTONAL CORRESPONDEST ) 

At the present moment salutes are being 
fi the river banks to the honour of 
‘Tao Tsuny-t‘ang, whose remains are being 
borne northward to his own ancestral city. 
‘his haa been a great day for the popula- 
tion of Foochow. A few foreigners hare 
attonipted to witness the geaud procession 
Dut a» I have had exceptional advai 
for observation I will attempt to give you 
the order of the day as I witnessed it. 

Te roquired fully five hours for the f 
procession to precoed from within the city 
to the isla jai where the embarka- 
tion took place. A hue fra buil 
over two large cargo boat i 
the huge cxskot war depusited to bo tran 
ported to the steamer at Pagoda Auchorag: 
‘Ava Chinaman put it, 'so would not sail 
jn n steamer when alive, but could not 
help himself when dead. ‘The crowds were 
dense all along the route of about four 
miles, impeding the progress in their eager- 
ness to nee, 

‘Tho order of procession was as follows : 
‘Pwo immense paper frames in the form of 
all evil influences, fol- 
lowed by fifteen horsemen and a body of 
ictors, | ‘Then came two greon fang, several 
boys with fancy wands, and ten bauners. 
‘Thon four large yellow fans, four three cor- 
nered flags and two silk umbrellas elegant- 
ly decorated with blue dragons. Following 
these were forty yellow placards, a0 to speak, 
boardswith threaormorecharacterson them. 
Next three plain yellow uinbrellas, four 
whito boards with black charactors and sixty- 
fourred boards with yellow words inscribed, 
merating the honows conferred upon 
1, Among these were all the degrees, the

Secretary and wll I

followed these, Five red satin official um- 
brellas in three flounces preceded two large 
dragons and seventy werponts, urns, balls, 
etc., which glistoned brightly in the suu- 
ight as they were burne by s0 many men, 
‘Phen came two plain banners on horseback 
and eight yellow with white dragons aud 
four red with yellow dragons followed by 
four horsemen, Next ivere ten yellow can 
pies with eight bearer: yellow g 
ments with eight mandarins afoot 
them, Within these weretablets with the 
Tmperial Mandates. A. band came next fol- 
Jowed'by three mandarins on horseback and 
about twenty on foot. ‘Then followed a white

two white umbrellas with yellow tops, and 
one blue umbrella, two paper elephants,

‘An interval of about fifteen minutes 
passed before the Provincial Treastirer, Pro- 
ial Judge, and Grain Commissioner 
passed in chairs with their horsemen follow- 
ing. Later came sixteen silk banners in pur- 
ple, white, and red, with small yellow flags 
attheirtips. ‘Then four soldiers with fixed 
bayonets, ten with broad blades on long- 
handles, ‘and twenty with tridents, Four 
mandarins followed with yellow rolls and 
yellow boxeson their backs, aud fifty or sixty 
inilitary mandarins of various buttons walk- 
ing with their attendants alldressedin white, 
More lictora, two green fans, two white but- 
toned mandarins on horseback, and then a 
riderless white horse with red saddle aud 
white trappings ; and after this abont ten 
flicials with gold buttons bearing lanteri 
‘Thencame a green chair with twelve bearers 
carrying a portrait of the departed general 
followed by mandarins of the 4th rauk, 

A large amount of gold paper was scat- 
tered broadoast, aud then came x good 
band with drums, eymbals, clarionets, etc. 
Behind were about ten high mandari 
The funeral cat itself was immediately 
preceded by over a hundred officials with 
buttons removed, They walked betw:

They do exist, however, and in some 
the disreputable proprietors harbour local 
prostitutes as a decoy to their customers, 
‘Those places are commonly called hua-yén- 
Kuan, or “Hower opium divans,” aud in 
th first instance were not established for 
the purpose of enticing away or kidnap- 
ping women and girls. Orders have been 
Fepeatedly given to the local authorities to 
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have these places closed and the offenders 
dealt with as the law required, with the 
result that the practice by this means be- 
comes less frequent. 

‘As regards the term pai-mai 
ants,” this, like kua-yéu-kuan, 
expression of country origin applied to 
a certain class of depraved female go- 
betweeus, who, under pretence of recom- 
mending’ females for employment, fre- 
quently inveigle women aud girls away, 
and forcibly sell them to men. ‘They auc:

AUDACIOUS ROBBERY ON THE FRENCH 
CONCESSION. 

From along 1c0 1879, Shanghai 
enjoyed immunity from raids by organized 
gangs of robbers on houses within the settle- 
jough cases have occurred outside 
the limits, for example at Lo-ka-wei and 
the Puint Hotel. We have, however, 
to record an armed attack ou a house on 
the French Concession on Wednesday 

i house, number 119, Rue Petit, 
un of the Kisngse Koad, is 
used as a native bank, aud is situated 
close to the Yang-king-pang Creek, Inside 
the shop, svon after 8 p.m,, there were 
about ten people, mostly boys, belonging 
to the establishment, and while they were 
all busy, a number of men, said to be eight, 
suddenly rushed into the shop. ‘They were 
armed with swords, guus and pistole, ‘he 
or pistols they tired off, 
ers tuld the shop people not to 
g or give the alarm, thi 
they did, that they would kill 
Consequently the inmates said nothing, 
The robbers then blew out the lamp that 
was hanging from the ceiling aud knocked 
over another which was stan on the 
counter near the door, the oil from this 
fire to the floor. Four of the 
men, ently knew where the 
ey aud valuables were ng went to 
the safe, au ordivary wooden box, the lid 
of which was scarcely more than @ quarter 
of au inch thick, They broke open this 
wouden safe very easily, and put into » 
waist purse which they had brought with 
them dollars, subsidiary cuins, pieces of 
sycue, and two gold bangles, the whole being 
valued at $1,929, Four of the robbers 
wout up-staire aud broke open pigskin 
trunk, but as this ouly contained clut 
they did not take anything out of it. ‘hey 
alao broke the lucks off sume othor pigskin 
trunks which were piled up against the wall. 
While this was going on, » large crowd of 
i outside the building, 
ng heavily at the time, 
or, had calculated on being 
disturbed, for before entering the shop 
they posted yuarde outeide, one close tu the 
front door of the next shop, a compradore 
store, where he could be distinctly set 
other apparently at thedoor ofthe bun 
a third a little further up the street. ‘These 
mon were armed with guns, Some shop- 
keepers on the opposite side of the road, 
hearing a noise, went into the street 
what was the matte: 
in front of the compradore’s store pointed 
guu at them and then fired it twice, 
js caused the shopkeepers to retire, 
the crowd were kept in cheok by 
lwariug the reports of the gun. ‘Lhe rob- 
bors thought they had stayed long A 
so they decamped. It was probably at t 
time that a policeman’s whistle waa blo: 

‘he robbers hastily decamped, and when # 
French policeman appeared on the spot 
they were in full retreat. Mr. Surabjee, 
sho keeps « store on the Yang-king-panyy 
and who lives only a few doors off the Rus 
Petit, heard the shots that were fired, and 
hastened to see was the matt 
finding out, he ran round to the 
Police Station, which is close by, and 
gare the alarm, There were, however, 
but fow members of the force in the 
station at that time, some being out 
walkiug their beats, while others who 
had to go on duty at 10 were out 
ing their frionds. However, five men 
were got together as quickly as possible 
and proceeded to the Rue Petit, where their

bridge, over which aun of them went to the 
English settl t.

could not got away helired the weapon. ‘This 
dovs uot appear to have had more than a 
blank charge in it ; but the Parseo thought 
discretion the better part of valour, aud 
let go his hold when he enw the weapon 
presented xt ‘The robber and hi 
comrades then got away, but not til 
they hed struck the Parsee over the 
hod with a green bamboo which was 
split up with the force of the blow, 
though the wound indicted was not serious, 
buing simply a scratch about four inch 
long over the Parsee’s left temple, 
Chinere policeman, Ni

shot fired; this caused him to hasten 
dowu to the Creek, when hearing cries of 
“robbers” aud aveing a crowd of people 
and « French policeman after 
them, ho blew his whistle and ran to the 
bridge, which hw reached just as six of the 
robbers had got over. Hy caught hold of 
one by the quien, but the fellow steuggled 
hard to yet away and wae assisted in h 
efforts by the others, While the tussle 
was going on, Sikh policoman off duty 
who had heard the whistle blown and had 
gone to ave what was the matter, assisted 
the native policeman to aecure the man 
he hind caught, not knowing, however

‘A FATAL MISTAKE IN AMERICA. 
‘Tue Cleveland (Ohio, U.S.A.) Press, of Feb, 
23, 1883, publishes an account of a fatal 
surgical operation which has caused a great 
commotion among medical men throughout 
the whole country, Dr. Thayer, the most 
eminent surgeon in Cleveland, pronouncing 
it. scandalous. It appears that a Mrs. 
King had been suffering for many years 
with some disease of the stomach wh 

had resisted the treatment of all the 
physicians in attendance. The disease com- 





















moni ha slight derangement of the 
dig fh a poor appetite, followed 
by'a poculiar indescribable distress in the 


stomach, a feeling that has been described 
asa faint “all gone” sensation, a sti 

slime collecting about the teeth, causing a 
disagreeable taste, especially in the morning. 
‘This sensation was not removed by food, 
but on the contrary, it was increased. ‘The 
eyes then became tinged with yellow, and 
were sunken. After awhile the hands and 
feet became cold and sticky—a cold per- 
spiration.

When rising suddenly there came « dizzy 
feeling like vertigo. After a time the 
bowels became costive, so that it was difti- 
cult to procure a movement without a 
cathartic. Soon followed a disposition to 
spit up the food after eating, sometimes in 
a sour, fermented condition. All this 
derangement caused a terrible palpitation 
of the heart, so as to make the breathing 
difficult, Finally, the patient was unable 














to retain any food whatever, and there was 
in in the abdomen.

and, in order to save the patient’s life, an

Feb, 22, 1883, the operation was performed 
by Dr. Vance, in the presence of Dr. Tuck- 
erman, Dr. Perrier, Dr. Arms, Dr. Gordon, 





Dr. Lapuer, and Dr. Halliwell, of the Police 
Board. ‘The operation consisted in lying 
open the cavity of the abdomen and expos- 
ing the stomach, bowels, liver, and pancreas, 
When this had been done, an examination 
of the organs was make, but, to the horror 
and dismay of the doctors, ‘there was no 
cancer to be found. The ‘patient did not 
have a cancer. When too late, the medical 
men discovered that they had made a 
terrible mistake. They sewed the parts 
together and dressed the wound that they 
had made, but the‘poor woman sank from 
exhaustion and died in few hours. How 
sad it must be for the husband of this 
woman to know that his wife died from the 
effects of a surgical operation that ought 
never to have been performed.
